I became disturbed over The Bank of North America $5 
No. 1363 dated larch 19, 1895 and spent an hour looking up the 
description of the bank notes of The Bank of North America. 

T ’.ere is no such bank note. I then examined the note very 
carefully and regret to advise you that the words "Philadelphia* 
and "The Bank of North America" are both printed in as alter- 
ations. You can see, in the period following "Philadelphia"^ 
that the clouds overlap it. If you hold the note up to the 
light, from the back, you will see that the two altered words 
show through in an entirely different color than the other 
printed portions indicating a scraping or chemical treatment 
of the paper prior to imprinting the altered words. You will 
also note that the distance of the name of the bank from the 
two rectangular medallions containing the denomination "V" 
is substantially different. The signatures of John Richardson 
and of Hr. Hockley are wonderful. 

Would you be kind enough to return my other Bank of 
North America note. 

Perhaps, now you can tell the fellow who wanted to buy 
the enclosed note, that you obtained it back for him. 

I am sorry to cause you this trouble but you can see 
that I am justified. 

Other matters will be straightened out very soon.

Dear Dorothy: 

The photocopy you sent me is of a check on the Bank of 
North America. It did not open until January 1782 and, therefore, 
it is the first year of the Bank. The Bank was incorporated on 
December 31, 1781. Both the payer and the payee are members of the 
Biddle family, but I know nothing about them. A call to any of your 
libraries would get that information from any biographical dictionary 
of the Colonial period. 

Since this is a check I would not be in a position to value 
it. Perhaps Earl Moore would give you this over the telephone. If 
she wants to give it to the Pennsylvania Bank no tax appraisal is 
necessary because it is apparently not deductible. 


I hope I have been helpful.
